Dreams as mighty aspirations 
have played an integral role in shaping societies of the 
world throughout history. Without dreams of a better life 
tugging at their heartstrings and engaging their minds, 
-emmigrants would not have fled their homes and created 
_the diverse nation in which we live today. Dreams give 
people, both as individuals and as groups, a reason for 
being, a reason for doing and a reason for always looking 
with eyes of hope toward the future. 
From the literal standpoint, nighttime dreams hold special 
meanings to the cultures that revolve around them. Biblical

Psychology says that dreams are the 
"kaleidoscope of the mind." 
@¢Dreams have 
been studied since 
ancient cultures. 
In biblical times, 
young Joseph was 
plagued with 
dreams that upset 
his eleven jealous 
brothers. He later 
discovered he had 
the gift of dream interpretation, and 
he used this gift to interpret the dreams 
of the Pharaoh. In fact, throughout the 
Bible, dreams have had a significant 
impact on many people's lives. "When 
kings have dreams, empires are at 
stake." (Genesis: 41) 

¢ Historically, people of the Muslim 
faith have believed that dreams are 
true messages, if properly interpreted. 
The Prophet Muhammad proclaimed, 
"Good dreams are from God. Bad 
dreams are from the Devil." 

From another angle, traditional folk- 
lore looks upon dreams as a commun- 
ion of the spirits, both of the dead and 
the living. The theme that spreads 
over Middle America is that dreams 
are among the most reliable omens. 
For example, dreams of drowning, 
being burned, getting married or los- 
ing property all hold other meanings. 


SAMIMAN 


The definitive study of dreams did 
not really begin until the late eighteen 
hundreds, when French scientist Alfred 
Maury claimed that dreams are influ- 
enced by external and internal stimuli. 
He added that they come from "the 
most secret depths of the unconscious." 
Into the early nineteen hundreds, 
Sigmund Freud's studies of dreams led 
him to believe 
that they are re- 
pressed desires 
pushed out of the 
consciousness 
because they are 
too painful to ex- 
perience while 
awake. In his 
opinion, dreams 
disguise wishes so that they are not 
openly expressed, and symbols replace 
actual desire. A later psychologist, 
Medard Boss, thought that dreams 
should be taken at face value. 

¢ Here's a look at dreams from a 
purely scientific standpoint. Did you 
know that one fifth of normal sleep is 
spent dreaming? The constant activity 
of the brain was discovered during 
sleep studies at the University of Chi- 
cago. Physical symptoms of dreams 
are rapid eye movement, quickened 
heartbeat, and a brainwave pattern 
similar to wakeful alertness. Dream 
sequences are experienced for about 
ninety minutes each night. So, we've 
given you a sampling of views on 
dreams from a collection of known 
perspectives.

FOR THE PLEDGE AND MOMENT OF SILENCE 


f a visitor were to walk down the halls at Monacan High School at 7:20 a.m., 

they would hear these words echoing throughout the hallways: “I pledge 

allegiance to the flag...” The school board has made it mandatory for every 
school to include the opportunity for students to say the pledge and have a 
moment of silence. 

Brooke Tinsley said, “I don’t mind saying the pledge every morning, but 
I love that 30 seconds to just think about that day.” Should students have to say 
the pledge everyday, or could they change it to just once a week? “By saying it 
everyday, people become use to it. [don’t think people would pay attention once 
a week,” said Kiesha Rose. The controversial issue is whether students should 
be allowed to sit during the pledge. Kenny Crenshaw felt, “It is disrespectful to 
sit because people have fought and died to protect the country for us today.

s technology improves more 
and more around the world, 

any students are going 
with the flow and purchasing cellu- 
lar phones and pagers. At Monacan 
and throughout Chesterfield County, 
| the rule for the past several years has 
been that pagers and cellular phones 
|are not allowed on school grounds; 
| any violations of this rule are grounds 
for suspension. Many students feel 
this rule is outdated and needs to be 
ammended. One senior commented 
ion the rule, “The rule is for the time 


when only drug dealers and pimps car- 
ried pagers: it’s outdated and needs to 
be reassesed.” 

When the rule was made in 
1993, pagers were obsolete and associ- 
ated with drug-related problems. But 
since then, technology has improved 
and over 50% of students surveyed 
own a pager and/or a cellular phone for 
reasons other than drug sales. Even 
though an overwhelming number of 
students own pagers, Mr. Titus stated 
that there have not been many prob- 
lems, just a few confiscations and sus- 
pensions. 

School officials also feel that 
pagers in school would be a disruption 
of class. Many students that have a 
pager and choose to carry it with them 
to school leave it in their car. This is 
also in violation of the rule. “My pager 
is kept in my car. I see nothing wrong 
with that, but in school...,” said one 
student. Others believe that if it was 
left on vibrate, and calls weren’t re- 
turned during class, pagers would not 
change the everyday routine. One of 
the students surveyed who carries his 
or her pager sometimes said, “I feel that

as long as students had it on vibrate and 
didn’t interupt class to go return a call, 
it should be allowed.” Another student 
commented, “It is an odd rule: if it was 
[created] because of the noise, just put 
it on vibrator mode.” On the other 
hand, some students believe that wher- 
ever the pager is put, it is an unneces- 
sary distraction. One student said, “No- 
body has the need for beepers in school.” 
Although currently the school 
rule shows little inclination of nearing 
change, the nurnber of students with 
pagers and cellular phones will con- 
tinue to grow. Likewise, the number of 
students who wish to violate the rule 
and risk bringing their pager to school 
will also increase.

ROLE MODEL? 


THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES
